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1 . YOU ARE NOW AUTHORIZED TO CONSULT WITH HOST 
GOVERNMENTS ON PROPOSED MULTILATERAL MEETINGS OF 
CHIEFS OF STATE/HEADS OF GOVERNMENT INVITED TO PANAMA 
JUNE 16-17. WE UNDERSTAND THE PANAMANIANS HAVE DISCUSSED 
ARRANGEMENTS, DURING FOREIGN MINISTER'S VISIT, ONLY IN 
GENERAL TERMS, INDICATING THAT TIMES HAD BEEN SET ASIDE 
FOR POSSIBLE MEETINGS BUT NOT MAKING CLEAR MULTILATERAL 
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DISCUSSING AGENDA. 

2. THE TWO MULTILATERAL MEETINGS ARE SCHEDULED AS 
FOLLOWS: 

- JUNE 16-6: 15-7:00 P.M., EL PANAMA HOTEL 

- JUNE 17 - 8:37-9:30 A.M., EL PANAMA HOTEL 

3. YOU MAY WISH TO ADVISE THAT SCHEDULE WORKED OUT 
JOINTLY BY PANAMA AND US IS A VERY FULL ONE. THE 

PRESIDENT HAD HOPED TO HAVE AN OPPORTUNITY TO MEET 
INDIVIDUALLY WITH EACH CHIEF OF STATE/HEAD OF 
GOVERNMENT IN PANAMA, BUT BECAUSE OF EXTREMELY 
TIGHT SCHEDULE IT WOULD NOT HAVE BEEN POSSIBLE 
TO HAVE MORE THAN VERY BRIEF PRO FORMA MEETING 
WITH EACH. THEREFORE WE BELIEVE IT WOULD BE 
PREFERABLE TO HAVE MULTILATERAL SESSIONS AS 
DESCRIBED ABOVE IN ORDER TO MAXIMIZE TIME 
AVAILABLE FOR SUBSTANTIVE EXCHANGE OF VIEWS. 
FURTHERMORE, MEETING OFFERS UNIQUE OPPORTUNITY 
FOR LEADERS OF SEVEN OF THE MOST IMPORTANT

5. IN ORDER TO HAVE PRODUCTIVE MEETING, IT WOULD 
BE DESIRABLE TO HAVE SOME IDEA OF GENERAL TOPICS 
EACH PARTY WOULD LIKE TO RAISE AND, IF POSSIBLE, 

AN AGREED LIST OF TOPICS. 

6. FOUR GENERAL TOPICS SEEM LOGICAL TO US: (1) 

PROMOTION OF HUMAN RIGHTS AND DEMOCRATIC EVOLUTION 
IN THE HEMISPHERE, (2) NORTH/SOUTH ECONOMIC ISSUES, 

(3) PEACEKEEPING AND REGIONAL SECURITY, AND (4) 
INTERNATIONAL POLITICAL ISSUES. GIVEN TIME CONSTRAINTS, 
IT MAY NOT BE POSSIBLE TO DISCUSS EVEN AS MANY AS FOUR 
TOPICS. WE WOULD APPRECIATE OTHER GOVERNMENT'S VIEWS 
AS TO WHAT TOPIICS SHOULD BE DISCUSSED - AND THEIR

TIME PURSUE MORE DETAILED DISCUSSIONS ON STRUCTURE 
OR ORGANIZATION AS INDICATED IN STATE 143754. 

8. FYI: WITH REFERENCE TO PANAMA 4067, IT IS OUR HOPE 
THAT LOPEZ PORTILLO WILL AGREE TO PARTICIPATE IN AT 
LEAST FIRST AND PREFERABLY IN BOTH MULTILATERAL MEETINGS 
AND THAT MANLEY AND CARAZO WILL DECIDE TO STAY OVER 
UNTIL MORNING OF SEVENTEENTH FOR THE SECOND MULTILATERAL. 
WE RECOGNIZE. HOWEVER, THIS MAY NOT BE POSSIBLE. (IN 
THE EVENT MOST OTHER CHIEFS OF STATE STILL PLAN TO
